The services provided by your City Council ore many. All are financed through municipal revenues from 
property and business taxes, provincial grants and miscellaneous fees. 

The departments directly responsible to City Council through the City Manager are: Assessment, Building, 
City Clerk's, Legal, Parks and Recreation, Personnel, Planning, Property, Public Works, Purchasing, Finance, 
Fire, Social Services, Traffic Engineering, Huron Lodge and Family Court. The Police Department is under 
the jurisdiction of the Board of Commissioners of Police, with Council responsible for the funds which 
provide this service. Certain functions of your local government operate under the jurisdiction of autono- 
mous bodies which receive government grants directly. Council is responsible for the balance of the funds 
required to carry on their activities. These bodies include: Board of Education, Roman Catholic Separate 
School Board and the Metropolitan Windsor Health Unit. The latter board also receives contributions from 
the suburban municipalities in return for services. The two Children's Aid Societies are unique in their 
position. They are, by law, voluntary organizations governed by boards, yet they are officially respon- 
sible for caring for orphans, deserted and neglected children. They receive grants from the province, 
however, other revenue is obtained from daily rates charged the municipalities or persons declared 
responsible for children in the societies' care. Since these revenues are insufficient to provide fully for 
these two organizations, additional grants are given by the City and other municipalities in the County. 
The Windsor Utilities Commission supplies the hydro and water services to the City. It is financed by the 
charges made for these services. 

City Council also contributes to the cost of operating the Cleary Auditorium and Memorial Convention 
Hall, Greater Windsor Industrial Commission and the Emergency Measures Organization and appoints mem- 
bers to the committees which operate these services. The City-owned Metropolitan General Hospital is 
operated by a Board of Directors consisting of ten members, five being appointed by City Council. The 
City assists in financing building construction of the hospital.

Windsor has 24 Separate Schools with a total of 283 classrooms. 

Some of the features of this School System are: 

1. In the primary grades, children are grouped according to thoir ability. They 
progress to higher grades depending on thoir individual learning capacity. 

2. Pupils who have difficulty adjusting to standard classroom instruction ara 
given special help in opportunity classes. 

3. Physically handicapped children are also given special attention. One 
Orthopaedic unit, two Sight Saving units and nine Home Instruction units 
were established during tho year. 

4. Bilingual classes are operated for those wishing to learn the Fronch 
language. 

5. Special attention is given to tho toaching of Religion. During tho year 
several religious workshops and Instruction Conferences wore held and 
attended by all teachers. 

6. Insorvice training Is a regular port of the educational program. Workshops 
in tho following branches woro conducted: Art, Kindergarten, Primary, 
Religion, Creative English, Music Instruction, Primary Reading and Psycholo- 
gical Principles Underlying Discipline. In addition to thoso workshops, many 
teacher* are taking Univorsity subjects toward the completion of a B.A. 
degroe. 

7. Greater emphasis on Physical Education is not being overlooked. All schools 
have supervised playground activities and participate in softball and baskot- 
ball leagues. Ciry-wide tournaments are held at tho end of the season.

m The Metropolitan Windsor Health Unit provides hoallh services in the municipalities of Windsor, Riverside, Sandwich I 
Sandwich West, St. Clair Beach, Tecumseh and Ojibway. The population served in these areas is in excess of 190,000. 


The Health Unit is responsible for the control of communicable diseases. The Unit operates twelve child health clinics in 
locations throughout the metropolitan area, as well as chest clinics and venereal disease clinics in the Unit office. Of oultf 
Eng interest in Tuberculosis control was the community-wide chest x-ray survey Early in 1961. Over 100,000 citizens had tubEi 
tests or x-rays during this campaign. 


Health services ore provided for about 120 elementary and secondary schools in the area. Physical examinations are 
either by family physicians or the Unit medical personnel, with annual immunization and tuberculin testing campaigns. The^ 


mer is emphasized chiefly in the elementary schools and the latter in the secondary schools. The Unit public health nurses v ^jjji

URBAN RENEWAL KEEPS YOUR CITY UP-TO-DATE 
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| Windsor is continually showing its pioneering spirit through its realization of the need 
for renewal of certain urban areas. Urban Renewal is a combined public and private 
venture having a wide range of measures from total clearance and redevelopment to the 
repair and modernization of existing structures. Within the City limits it is estimated some 
1495,5 acres are in need of some form of renewal treatment. Besides the two stages of 
the Central Redevelopment Area, the City has begun its analysis of residential areas 
considered suitable for rehabilitation and conservation. The major public expenditures 
(investments) required toward upgrading these areas consist of new street patterns to 
discourage unwarranted through traffic, tree planting, street lighting and the introduction 
of parks where needed. The City must continue in its efforts toward the renewing of its 
residential, commercial and industrial areas. Time takes its toll on the physical condition 
of the City's structures and a continual program of improvements must be undertaken if 
Windsor is to compete with other centres as a desirable place to live.
